REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, neither singly nor in combination, disclose a heat rejecting radiator for selective 
connection to receive liquid coolant from the engine, reject heat from the coolant and return the 
coolant to the engine when outside temperature is above a predetermined value, a second heat 
exchanger positioned within the building and having a third flow path for selective connection, 
alternatively to the radiator, for circulation of liquid coolant from the engine, and a fourth flow 
path, for selective connection to receive the heating water from the heater prior to circulation of 
the heating water through the second flow path and first means selectively operable to control 
flow of the coolant between the radiator and the third flow path and second means selectively 
operable to control flow of the heating water between a direct connection from the heater to the 
second flow path and connection to the fourth flow path and thence to the second flow path.
